The conscience always says "dp 
right," but what right is to the indi- 
vidual is determined by judgment in- 
fluenced by education and environ- 
ment. To the total abstainer, the 
drinking of a glass of beer would be 
a violation of .conscience, while to the 
German who had used it as a family 
beverage, from childhood, tlhere are no 
scruples. 
T3ie same principle applies to the 
question of amusements, over which 
people of various church creeds so 
widely differ, and It applies to all 
questions of expediency, where no vi- 
tal principle is involved. 
The trouble with many people is 
hat they don't recognize this fact. 
-rot satisefld to let conscience per- 
>rm the mission for which it was in- 
•nded—namely, to be»the guide of the 


individual life—they work it overtime, 
and attempt to regulate every other 
life with which they tome in contact. 


A story is told in the old 5x>ok of 


books, about a 
couple of men who 
went up to the temple one morning to 
pray. One of them, o, Pharisee, stood 
and prayed thus witlh iiimself: "God I 
thank Thee that I am not as other 
men are—extortioners, unjust, adulter- 
ers. 
I fast .twice in the -week and give 


tithes of all that I possess." 
He entered the temple swelled all 
out of shape with self-righteousness, 
while the other poor fellow prostrated 
miruself in the dust and confessed that 
he was a poor, miserable sinner. 
The Pharisee is still abroad in the 


land. He passes current in good so- 
ciety and occupies a pinnacle of per- 
fection from which he passes judg- 
ment. His. conscience may be all 
right, but his judgment is all wrong, 
and he will often bear watching. 
It i8 often said that every life has 
its own battlefield where the forces of 
good and evil meet in daily conflict. 
In'the case of Joe Cunningham this 


battle raged for nineteen long years 
and when the enemy was forced to 
surrender, the victim was worn out 
with the struggle. 
It is worth something to be at peace 
with all mankind. To feel that every 
man, if not a friend, is at least not an- 
enemy, but it is worth infinitely more 
to be at peace with ourselves, having 
a conscience void of offense botih, to- 
ward God and man.

MARKMANSHIP BETTER

Meld Headquarters American Ex- 
pedition in Mexico, Jan. 6.-—Extra- 
ordinary improvement in marksman- 
ship is being 
noted 
in reports re- 
ceived at field headquarters. 
The 


re»-ular 
life 
of 
the 
soldiers 
has 
steadied their nerves, and the clear 
air of the Mexican 
plateau 
region 
make sighting easy. 
Another factor 
In the good showing is the steady 
drill the men have received In fire 
control, new methods of which are 
being tried by the .cavalry with re- 
markable success. 
. 
Machine gun troops .also are being 
drilled to use their arms to the best 
advantage. 
Recently several com- 
panies of the 16th Infantry were 
brought north from 
El Valle and 
demonstrations of flre control were 
given lor the 
benefit of the officers , 
stationed here. 
The machine gun 
work was under the direction of 
Captain 
P. 
S. .Bowen, assisted by 


Captain W. C. Short. 
Among the most interesting experi- 
ments now being conducted is that 
in pistol firing by a detachment of 
cavalry, chosen at random. A pistol 
board, which is conducting the work., 
has evolved a unique line of targets, 
worked by ropes antl pulleys, which 
fall flat when the cavalry charge over 


jthem. The attempt is being made to 
evolve a system of pistol firing while 
1 charging. 
At present the men are 
firing directly ahead 
while leaning 
forward in their saddles and holding 
their arms just ahead to the right of 
their mounts' ears. Excellent results/ 
it is safd, have already beenj obtained. 
When amunltion 
arrives, another

TAX PAYING TIME BRINGS HOME 


PRESENT DAY TENDENCIES 


TOWARD EXTRAVAGANCE. 


TREND TO SINGLE TAX 


Whioh Will Mean Confiscation of Real 


Estate. Declare* Milwaukee 


Correspondent. 


Bj Ellis B. Usher. 
Milwaukee. Jan. 6.—/The opening ol 
the new year brings the average man 
,to- a realization of the results of the 
twelve months that have .passed and 
to a perioua reckoning BE to the fu- 
ture. In casting up accounts every- 
body is Ukely to find that the big fls- 
ures of high prices have 
deceived 
somewhat and that outgo has been 
forgotten to some extent. But there a 
nothing like "tax paying time 
to 
bring unpleasant facts to the surface. 
I see very littte In current pro- 
posals for legislation that will not in- 
crease taxes. The tax commission's 
proposal for the abolition of all per- 
sonal property taxes would be a sim- 
plification of/ our system and every- 
thing that tetdB toward simplification 
is an improvement, because it helps 
the average man to a better under- 
standing. 
But there is one grave 
fault with our income tax system, in 
that it pays no attention to one of the 
fundamental theories of all taxation, 
that "the ability to pay" shall .be con- 
sidered. The man who pays,a real 
estate tax on unproductive property 
Is without credit for it against his 
Income. In other countries the realty 
tax is Jess for unrented property than 
for property that produces income. 
In other words, the man who pays his 
full share of the cost ol government 
In ieal estate taxes should not be 
made to pay again upon income that 
has been devoted to paying taxes on 
really. But that is what we do here 
»n Wisconsin and it is double taxation. 
Trend to Single Tax. 
There Is, too- a definite trend in all 
our tux laws toward a single tax sys- 
tem and the man who does not see it 
and realize that the end will be confis- 
cation for the land owner is not clear 
in his observation. The farmer isn t 
paying much personal tax or Income 
tax. but he is paying more and more 
land tax, and the new -devices to Lax 
special utilities and business callings 
all come fround to help his income 
to evaporate. The farmer's income 
tax ia small but he is paying more and 
more of the income taxes of the man- 
ufacturer and the merchant as those 
gentlemen learn their necessity to 
shift them to their customers. 
Inevitably the calls of the United 
States .government will increase be- 
cause war abroad is forcing increas- 
ing expense upon us for preparation 
to defend ourselves, a -possibility lew 
realise. Ixird Roberts told England 
what would happen several years be- 
fore it did happen, but England had, 
when the time came, an army almost 
as small to send to Flanders as we 
have on the Mexican border. We can 
spend large sums, very wisely, in pre- 
paring for peace, and they will pre-j 
pare our only real security. In the ] 
face of such necessities the addition ' 
of ai- unnecessary dollar of expense 
to our state budget will be little short 
of a crime. 
The old friends, 
the 
university, 
roads and state institutions, continue 
"•row." 
however, 
and 
they 
are 
smilingly awaiting a chance to tell i 
the legislature that they need more; 
than ever. A budget of 30 millions 
is forecast already, without taking 
into account the "continuing appro- 
priations" that have grown as. stepd- 
IV as the assessment. It is not the 
time to anticipate extravagance, but 
we should be able to anticipate de- 
cided and drastic economies la" state 
expenses, with hope that such au- 
ticipalion may be realized. 
Freight Situation Serious. 
The freight situation here in Mil-, 
waukec has been -very serious now | 
for weete, and the prospect of break- 
Ing the blockade is not very cheering. 
Business of all kinds has shown n. 
drop throughout the country because 
of lack o' cars to move commodities. 
The reports of the railroads show a| 
sharp drop in both gross and net rev-' 
enues for December.

CANAL COALING PLANT 


MAKES WORLD RECO.RD 


N 
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Ancon, C. Z., Jan. 6.—A record for 
quick coaling has been made by the 
new coaling plant 
at 
the 
Panama 


Canal at the Atlantic terminus. 
It 
recently delivered 420 tons of coal 
into the bunkers of a- ship and sent 
her about her business in twnety-four 
minutes, and that too with the use of 
only one of the four • loading towers 
with 
which the 
plant is equipped. 
This single conveyor was 
handling 
coal at the rate of 1,042 tons an hour. 
There is practically 
never a ship 
comes to tiie . plant which can take 
coal as fast as the plant can deliver 
it. The convevors have to be stopped 
repeatedly to allow the coal to be 
trimmed evenly in the bunkers. 
For 
naval purposes the plant was designed 
to have an overall handling capacity 
of 2 000 tons an hour for an indefinite 
run, 
and be capable .of speeding up 
to 3,400 tons an hour in emergencies. 
Tests for this 
capacity have been 


run, 
and the plant has been found to 
exceed requirements slightly.
